DETAILED ACTION 

Status of the Claims 

Claims 1-26 are pending wherein claims 1-4, 11-16 and 23-26 are allowable per 
the Decision by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences on 30 July 2010 and 
claims 5-10 and 17-22 were withdrawn from consideration with traverse according to the 
Office Action of 1 April 2005. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point 
out the supposed errors in response to the restriction requirement set forth in the Office 
Action of 1 April 2005, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP §81 8.03(a)). 

Examiner's Amendment 

An Examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.
